FOR THAT REASON m a n y

they worked as employes.

social security until Jan. 1, 1951. 
They can’t retire and get a pen­ 
sion until the’ve built up enough 
social security credits. 
The period between Jan. 1, 1951 
■when the self-employed first 
came under social security—ai.d 
July 1, 1952, is 18 months, or six 
quarters. A person with no prev­ 
ious coverage needs 18 months of« 
it to get a pension. 
A self-employed person could 
retire July 1, 1952, and get some

Thus the problem of a person 
now self-employed and with so­ 
cial security credit before Jan.
